ent“ Gift Eaterpriss ; Dillingham, Howe & Co., 
pruprietors. Postmaster Cook put the matter into 
the bands of officer Bradley, Captain of the De- 
tective Police force in this city, avd that geutle- 
man proceeded at once to the work of luvestigu- 
tion. It wos ascertained that the firm named had 
a box in the Post Office, and there Capt. Hradley 
set awatch. Yesterday mornigg a person who 
gives his name as Leman G. Hine, was seen to go 
to the box and tak» out a number of letters, and 
then go up stairs immediately over the Post Office 
(84 Dearborn street), ln a moment after, the 
officer started to follow him, aud met him on the 
stairs coming down, and took him into custody: 
Upon searching him, the letters which he had just 
taken from the office were not to be found on 
his person, and be proceeded to the room, which 
was indicated by a placard with “Living Present” 


this room and a number were found Mowed into a 
coal or wood box, and upon opening, most of them 
were found to contain money jn various sums, 
amounting in the aggregate w oyer fifty dollars, 
These lettera were all addressed to Dillingham 4 
Co., and were mostly from persons located iu diſ-

copies, entitle him to draw a prize in gold, silver, 
lands, Ad., to an amount ranging from $1 toa 
fabulous sam, located among the thousands. lu - 
daucements to join in this grand scheme were pre- 
sen ed ju the Nelief Union and Living Present, in 
almost every form which the language 
could employ.
